The source of all bust half 
dime rarity ratings is the most recent JRCS census, published in the John Reich Journal in 
March of 2023. Ensuing pages contain color images and a detailed description of each coin.

Lot 2413. 1829 LM-2, R-1, PCGS AUS58 (27829839). A lustrous slider in the highly desired 
grade of AUS8 — perfect for an “everyman” registry set. Semi-reflective fields and an attractive 
peach-colored wash of toning give this a very attractive look. In a PCGS Gold Shield holder 
with TrueView and LM-2 attribution on the label.

Lot 2414. 1829 LM-5, R-1, PCGS AUS55 (84630114). The 1829 LM-S die marriage isn’t 
rare. However, this instance is ideal for fans of color! It exhibits attractive and unique obverse 
toning with a much whiter reverse, which suggests it was kept in a book or cabinet with the 
reverse protected. With a twist of the wrist, you will see in hand the luster cartwheel through 
the peripheral toning, as well as the light reflectivity on the fields, that the photos cannot 
capture. A few shallow scuffs in the obverse field are noted, but one’s eye is drawn inevitably 
to the brilliant magenta, turquoise, orange, and emerald toning. In a PCGS Gold Shield holder 
with TrueView and LM-5 attribution on the label.

Lot 2415. 1829 LM-6.3, R-5, PCGS XF40 (39122507), ex Crain. This is a chance to get a 
tough remarriage with “Mr. Half Dime” (Steve Crain) provenance. The 1829 LM-6.3 
remarriage is rated R-5 (estimated 31-75 extant). Its pickup points make attribution 
straightforward: the digit 1 of the date is clearly doubled, identifying this as obverse 4 for the 
year, and reverse E shows the RI in AMERICA touching. This is also the only reverse used in 
coins dated 1829 that has the top loop of S2 in STATES filled, an event happening during the 
striking of 1829 LM-7.2, which falls between LM-6.2 and LM-6.3 in emission order, thus 
certifying the remarriage of this coin as LM-6.3. This ease of attribution may contribute to LM- 
6 rematriages getting snapped up fast by eagle-eyed collectors. This present specimen is a 
handsome coin gray coin with reddish undertones, well preserved surfaces free of distracting 
marks, and a very pleasing appearance in hand. Whether the collector’s focus is a type set, or a 
capped bust half dime set (by year, marriage, or remarriage), this is a fine contender. Jn a 
PCGS Gold Shield holder with TrueView and LM-6.3 attribution on the label.

Lot 2416. 1829 LM-12, R-6, PCGS/CAC VF35 (83806222). High-resolution photos were 
unavailable at the time of this coin’s addition to the catalog, but this little gem will be available 
for your inspection along with all the others in this catalog at our table at the January FUN 
show. It’s a wholesome VF35 in a PCGS holder with a green CAC sticker on it. And LM-12 is 
an R-6 marriage that remains challenging. In a PCGS old blue holder, without attribution.

Lot 2417. 1830 LM-3, R-2, PCGS MS62 (37054980). A very attractive instance for the 
grade, this coin sports lovely bullseye toning on front and back, with the front central devices 
being generally lighter than the back. Nice surfaces complement the colorful rim toning. This 
coin was the third highest graded coin in the 2023 John Reich Collectors Society (JRCS) 
Census of half dimes. This is a plated coin, from the “US Half Dimes 1792 — 1837 Variety 
Identification and Die State Guide” (Powers, 2023). In a PCGS Gold Shield holder with 
TrueView and LM-3 attribution on the label.

Lot 2418. 1830 LM-7, R-2, PCGS AUS55 (82907513). A lustrous and nicely colored example 
of this marriage, with copper-orange toning especially on the obverse. Nicely struck up as 
many LM-7s are, since this marriage is the first use of obverse 4 and reverse K, with the slight 
weakness in the dentils between stars 11 and 12 documented by Logan and McCloskey. Jn a 
PCGS Gold Shield holder with TrueView and LM-7 attribution on the label. 


Lot 2419. 1830 LM-7, R-2, PCGS AU58 (30513992). This flashy LM-7 exhibits bright 
center devices, surrounded by a rainbow of bullseye toning on both sides, including gold, blue, 
and magenta, encircled by a ring of hunter green. In the much-desired grade of AU58, it makes 
a great candidate for an Everyman set. In a PCGS old blue holder without True Views or 
attribution on the label.

Lot 2420. 1832 LM-2, R-3, PCGS AUS55 (38790475). This is another coin which is tougher 
than the stated rarity rating might lead one to believe. There were only 13 examples of 1832 
Lm-2 in the 2023 JRCS census. In the census, this AU55 coin was tied with another coin for 
third place, behind three MS63s in first place and two AUS58s in second position. This marriage 
sees the 8" and final use of reverse M, which shows the effect of wear as well as die lapping; 
the eagle’s left (facing) wing and the left of the shield are weak. A hit between 5 and C on the 
denomination is noted. In a PCGS Gold Shield holder with TrueView and LM-2 attribution on 
the label. 
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Lot 2421. 1832 LM-8.4, R-3, PCGS MS65 (34601740). What better way to study the 
fascinating deterioration of reverse T than on a clean, lustrous, MS65 gem? Reverse T is used 
in a whopping 13 marriages/remarriages in coins dated 1832 and 1833. LM-8.4 is the tenth use, 
and by this time it’s got a host of interesting cracks, chips, and filled letters. To properly be 
attributed as an LM-8.4, one must see the filled E in UNITED which happens only after LM- 
8.3. It also must lack the die crack from the second A in AMERICA to the rim (which happens 
after LM-8.4). Of course there are a host of other elements to study, such as the bulge in the 
motto, the two filled upper S loops in STATES, the long crack from E through the motto, then 
the eagle’s head, out to the N in UNUM, and the chip in the second angle of N in UNITED. Jn 
a PCGS Gold Shield holder with TrueView and LM-&.4 attribution on the label.

Lot 2422. 1833 LM-2, R-6, PCGS VF Details-Tooled (45674010). This coin was purchased 
raw in the early 1990s and has been in the collector’s hands ever since. Despite the marks on 
the obverse, it’s a handsome coin with the original patina in the protected areas and the 
“circulated cameo” look thanks to the brighter central devices. There were only 17 instances of 
this R-6 marriage in the 2023 census; this sale gives you an opportunity to own an R-6 
affordably. In a PCGS Gold Shield holder with TrueView and LM-2 attribution on the label. 


Lot 2423. 1833 LM-8, R-3, NGC MS62 (4190804-016). A crunchily original honey and 
toffee colored coin. In the Logan — McCloskey standard reference “Federal Half Dimes 1792 — 
1837,” the authors note that obverse 3 for the year has a “die crack from rim to cap, through B 
in LIBERTY, through curl and ear, and across cheek to neck.” Although that crack comes to 
maturity in the later LM-10 marriage, this coin does show the crack especially on Liberty’s 
neck. In addition, since this marriage sees the second and final use of reverse X, the authors 
note that there is a “[b]ulge in top of shield; azures have little separation.” In an NGC holder 
without LM attribution on the label. 


Lot 2424. 1836 LM-2, R-3, PCGS XF45 (26629587). This is a tough remarriage: most of the 
“small 5c” 1836s on the market are the much more common LM-5. This LM-2 is easily 
distinguished by the bisecting obverse die crack, and the relationship of the ES in STATES 
over the S in PLURIBUS. The obverse crack is still quite well defined for an XF coin, leading 
us to believe it didn’t see significant circulation. In a PCGS old blue holder with TrueView and 
LM-2 attribution on the label. 


Lot 2425. 1836 LM-2, R-3, NGC AU50 (4836996-001). This is the second ’36 LM-2 in this 
sale. The owner of this coin found an upgraded piece — but it took over three years of avid 
hunting. Don’t let the tough ones get away when you have a chance to acquire one in AU! Jn an 
NGC holder with “Small 5c LM-2” attribution on the label.

Lot 2426. 1836 LM-6, R-3, PCGS AUS55 (29217890). The year 1836 saw the dentils on half 
dimes change from the prior beaded style in prior years giving way to the new longer, narrower 
dentils. Reverse JJ here has 179 narrow dentils, and these give the coin a very different look 
from the prior style. Obverse 4 (“stars close to dentils”) has an interesting feature as well: in 
many specimens, a horizontal die line joins the balls of the 3 in the date. This is not to be 
confused with the “3/inv 3” variety, where the arms of the backwards 3 reach back in to the 
center.

Lot 2427. 1837 LM-5, R-1, PCGS AUS50 (46566659). The first of two 1837 LM-5 examples 
in this sale, this is a boldly colorful and very attractive AUSO that formerly rested in an NGC 
AUSS holder (NGC insert included). LM-5 is one of the more common of the five 1837 
marriages. However, the appearance of this coin is something special indeed, with a dark red 
base color ensconced in brilliant electric touches of gold, green, and blue on both sides. A great 
pick for fans of early 19 century type coins with unique, colorful aspects. In a PCGS Gold 
Shield holder with TrueView and LM-5 attribution on the label. Includes NGC AU55 insert.

Lot 2428. 1837 LM-5, R-1, PCGS AUS55 (29732018). Those of you who collect rare die 
states will want to pay special attention to the reverse of this coin. The reverse shows 
significant clash marks. Logan and McCloskey mentioned nothing about clash marks on this 
marriage. The coin is visually striking, with a gunmetal look over wisps of copper and emerald 
coloration, especially on the obverse. This is a plated coin, from the “US Half Dimes 1792 — 
1837 Variety Identification and Die State Guide” (Powers, 2023). In a PCGS Gold Shield 
holder with TrueView and LM-5 attribution on the label.
